HAVANA, Sept. 21.—Messrs. Taft 
and Bacon have practically abandoned 
hope of finding a middle ground, and 
fear that a decision in favor of either 
side would result in no more than 
temporary tranquility on the island.

Witnesses Declare That Enraged 
Peace Guardian Felled Pedestrian 
With Blow and That While He Lay 
Unconscious, the Private Policeman 
Kicked and Jumped Upon Him. 


These are some of the charges 
against Special Policerman Ira Pence: 
That he crept behind G. W. Scott 
and knocked him down, with a biow 
that made Scott unconscious: 

That while Scott lay unconscious. 
Pence kicked him and jumped upon 
his body, breaking Scott's leg, bruis- 
ing and cutting his face and neck. 
and injuring him so badly that he will 
be confined to his bed for five weeks; 

That when a mob gathered and 
threatened Pence, he seized Scott and 
Gragged him for several hundred 
yards to escape the angry onlookers 

Pence, who lives at No. 757 Ruth ave- 
nue, was arraigned before Police 
Judge Austin yesterday on a charge 
of battery on G. W. Scott of No. 622 
East Twenty-fourth street. According 
to statements made by the police, 
Pence made a most brutal attack on 
Scott late Thursday night at Main 
and Twenty-fifth streets. A mob 
finally interfered and drove Pence into 
hiding in a near-by residence. 

Sergt. Lehnhaussen arrived on the 
scene of the conflict shortly after the 
fight began and toc’ charge of Scott. 
Pence told the ser, ant that he had 
Scott under arrest, but the sergeant 
released Scott and sent him to the 
Receiving Hospital. Scott is now con- 
fined to his bed at home and the at- 
tending doctors say that he will not 
be able to leave it for @ve weeks. 

The inquiry made the police 
showed that Pence has employed 
as a special policeman to guard a tent 
on Twenty-fifth street, near Main.

VIRUS TO EXTERMINATE RATS. 


Department of Agriculture Hunting for 
an Epidemic Disease for the 
Rodents. 


The Department of Agriculture at 
Washington is at work on the problem 
of finding an epedimic disease that 
will kill rata, mice and rabbits auto- 
matically, as i: were. There have been 
experiments carried on with some of 
the virus developed by Dr. Daneven 
of the Pasteur Inetitute, Paris. This 
has proved strong enough to kill field 
mice and house mice, but it ts not 
strong enough to do away with rats, 
and the unfortunate thing about it is 
that when the rats have eaten the 
body of a mouse, that has died of the 
disease, which they do when they can 
get it, they become vaccinated against 
the disease, as ft were, and are im- 
mune to any other attack. 

The department has been experiment- 
ing down on the flats, where the De- 
partiment of Agriculture is running its 
experimental farm. The rats have 
been driven up on the high ground by 
the dredging operations in the river. 
and they have been eating the valuable 
seed corn that has been planted in the 
corn breeding work. It is bad enough 
to get rats and mice into an ordinary 
cornfieid, but when they set to lunch- 
ing on pedigreed corn and ruining val- 
uable work with choice seed it is a se- 
rious matter. For practical — | 
it is found that more headway ie made 
in wapring the rats and mice than in 
inoculating them with the rather ex- | 
pensive virus obtained in Parts.

Then there will be three 1000 
gallon stean-jacketed copper ‘ettles, 
four 5000-gallon coolers, eight 15,000- 
Fallon fermenting boxes, and six stills 
lof 3009 gallons’ capacity each, built for 
different uses, 

In the process of making alcohol, fer- 
mentation takes over a week, so that 
the capacity of the fermenting plant 
must be neariy ten times as large as 
that of the stills, in order that the lat- 
ter may be run continuously. This ex- 
plains the disparity in capacity be- 
tween the two. With the plant as out- 
lined, the dally output of alcohol will 
be about %00 gallons, or something 
over a million gallons a year of 300 
working days.

TWELVE-ACRE 
STEEL PLANT.

Llewellyn Company Buys to 
| Ewpand at Once. 


‘Will Give Employment to a 
| Thousand Men, 


Immense Local Output of 
Structural Fabric. 


| The Liewellyn Iron Works Company 
yesterday completed the purchase of 
property adjoining the present site of 
its foundry, machine shop and struce- 
|tural works on Main street, upon 
iwhich it is announced, will be built 
additions to the present plant which 
will make the Liewellyn concern the 
| largest structural steel-fabricating con- 
cern west of Chicago. 
The properties purchased were prine 
‘cipally the hoidings of J. D. Hooker 
& „ Which has at present a large 
pipe works in operation on the site. 
Several small pleces of real estate 
make up the complete plot and gives 
the Liewellyn concern about twelve 
‘acres of industrial property that is 
‘among the best located in regard te 
transportation facilities in the city. 
Improvements will be started imme. 
diately which will call for the expen- 
diture of approximately $200,000, and 


'which will give employment to 1000 
men, The tonnage output of the cam- 
' pany willl be more than doubled and 


» to fabricate over 40,000 
tons of steel shapes annually. 
IT MEANS MONEY. 

In addition to this immense output 
of steel, the improvement spells pros- 
perity for the workingmen, as the 
company will have a pay roll aggre- 
gating almost $20,000 weekly, which 
means that nearly $90,000 will be dis- 
tributed in wages among the men 
working for this one company every 
month of the year. 

The decision to begin this campaign 
of improvement that places the Liew- 
ellyn company in the van of steel 
fabricating concerns in the West was 
arrived at last spring shortly after the 
destruction of San Francisco. Efforts 
to purchase adjoining property met 
with refusals and it seemed itmpos- 
sible to secure the necessary room in 
the city limits jo extend the plant aa 
desired. With the object in view of 
securing all of the room necessary, and 
also providing for future needs, op- 
tiens were secured on property adjac- 
ent to Long Beach, and for a month 
or so the plan to move the plant 
from Los Angeles to the seashore was 
under consideration, 

The tremendous cost of such a move 
worked against its consummation, and 
again negotiations with the adjoining 
property holders were taken up. 
result was the transfer yesterday of 
the Hooker property and several other 
mall parcels of land. 

PLACE FOR GREAT PLANT. 

The Liewellyn concern has now 
about four acres of ground occupied 
by structural fabricating shops, ma- 
chine shops and one foundry. The 


bounded by Main, Magdalena, Redondo 
and Railroad streets. The new pur- 
chases consist of the entire square 
bounded by Magdalena, Rallroad and 
Redondo streets, and run to a point 
near the junction of Alhambra and 
Redondo streets; the square bounded 
by Magdalena, FElmyra, and Railroad 
streets, ending at a third triangular 
block known as part C of the Sepul- 
veda Vineyard tract: lots Nos. 4 3%, 
10, 11, and 12, near the corner of Mag- 
dalena and Railroad; lots Nos. 1, 3 
and 9%, near Elmyra and Magdalena 
streets; and one lot near Main and 
Rallroad streets. Altogether the Liew- 
ellyn property now takes in a trifle 
leas than five full city blocks. 

There are a number of small frame 
houses on the property and these will 
be removed. The shops of the Baker 
Iron Works Company will be taken 
away from the property immediately, 

This work will be started this morne- 
ing when a gang of men will break 
ground at the farthest portion of the 
triangular part ¢ of the Sepulveda 
Vineyard tract. The work will be ad- 
vanced toward Railroad and Magda- 
lena streets, which will give the or- 
cupants time to move the buildings 
which oceupy the site. 

QUICK WORK TO BE DONE. 

The work to be done is extensive, 
but it is the intention of the company 
to have the shops built and in opera- 
tion within the next three months. 

The fabricating shop, which is now 
one of the largest on the Pacific Coast, 
will be extended to a total length of 
800 feet. Two new electric traveling 
cranes, one of ten tons and the other 
of twenty-five tons’ capacity will be 
installed, and will have a runway the 
entire length of the main building. 
This will enable the Llewellyn concern 
to handle the largest girders needed in 
any bridge or building work. 

The foundry of the company will be 
added to until it has about double its 
present capacity, while the fabricating 
shop will be able to handle four times 
its present output. 

EXPANSION AND BUSINESS. 

The wonderful expansion ttf the con- 
sumption of structural steel on the 
Coast and throughout the Southwest of 
the United States and in Mexico has, 
during the last year, caused unprec- 
edented business for the Los Angeles 
companies, The management of the 
Liewellyn company says this city is 
becoming the distributing point for the 
entire Southwest, and especially in the 
Steel line is this noted. There are no 
other fabricating shops outside of this 
eity nearer than San Francisco, and 
the large business in Arie ma, New 
Mexico and Mexico in the erection of 
mining machinery, steel work for 
bridges, buildings and sheet steel work 
has overtaxed the local shops during 
the last year. 

The completion of this new steel 
works will enable the concern to ac-

HEALER TELLS COURT HOW HE 
“TREATED” EDITOR. 


“Dr.” J. C. Collins Worked Out the 
Price of Advertisement in Sammy's 
Penny Sheet—Teamsters Taken 
Into Court for Heavy Driving on 
Wilshire Boulevard. 


“Dr.” J. C. Collins, “magnetic heal- 
er,” told Judge Austin yesterday how 
he ran an ad“ in the “Evening News” 
and how Sammy Clover took his pay 
in trade. “Dr.” Collins was warned to 
quit business in Los Angeles, and was 
released under six months’ probation. 

The prisoner has been here about a 
year. He was arrested yesterday morn- 
ing by an officer who had investigated 
his case. The evidence showed that the 
defendant had been going from house 
to house and from hotel to hotel prac- 
ticing his “profession” and had made 
money at it. 

On the stand Collins was profuse in 
explanations and loud in his apologies. 
He claimed he had healed many per- 
sons. He could not get into details, 
however, for the court would not let 
him. 

Among the evidence was a clipping 
from the News in which the “healer” 
ran his advertisement. 

“I had some money, Your Honor, 
when I come to Los Angeles, and I 
didn’t practice my calling at all for 
some time. Then I began to get short 
of funds, and so I got this advertise- 
ment run in the News. Mr. Clover he 
was a patient of mine, and I took the 
pay out in trade.” 

Collins is one of many alleged “heal- 
ers” who find Los Angeles a paradive, 
owing to the large number of invalids 
who come here to seek health. The 
State Medical Society has been active 
in their prosecution. 

Massage and the laying on of hands 
are, according to Dr.“ Collins, his 
stock in trade. He says he possesses 
magnetic power. It was in reference 
to this claim that he cited Sammy 
Covers case. The “magnetism” in 
his system, Dr. Collins alleges, cures 
many dtfseases.

OOD MOVE—GLAD OF IT. 

The action of the local street 
railway managers in raising the scale 
of wages paid to the companies’ car- 
men ought not to pass without a word 
of hearty commendation, This action 
is the more gracious from the fact that 
it was unsolicited by the recipients. 
It is a ‘judicious move on the part of 
the railroad owners, in that it will at- 
tract good and faithful men to the 
service, will tend to forestall and 4l- 
lay discontent, and will indirectly aid 
in giving to the public even more sat- 
isfactory conditions than those now 
prevailing. 

It is a truism to say that only ca- 
pable men should be employed as mo- 
tormen and conductors on the urban 
and interurban railway lines. The 
companies cannot afford to employ in- 
competent or unreliable men, and the 
public cannot afford to have any such 
class of men employed. The responsi- 
bility of these men is great. Their 
duties are exacting. Their work has 
an increasing element of danger, in 
direct ratio to the increase of traffic. 
The safety and the lives of many hu- 
man beings are placed in the keeping 
of each train crew and every trip of 
each and every car. It is an axiom 
that only reliable and tried men should 
be placed in control, where so much 
depends upon courage, experienc® and 
self-possession. 

Men who can fill these positions sat- 
isfactorily deserve good pay. They 
should receive what they deserve. Ex- 
perience alone is a great and impor- 
tant factor in this occupation, as in 
all other occupations which demand 
judgment and discretion. It is pleas- 
ant to note that the advanced scale 
of wages adopted by the railway com- 
panies takes cognizance of the value 
of experience, the maximum rate of 


compensation being given to men who 


have been longest in the service. 
The trolley companies are to be con- 
gratulated for their timely, generous, 
and unsolicited action. The carmen 
are also to be congratulated for their 
deserved good fortune. They have 
been loyal, and have refused to listen 
to the voice of the peace-disturber— 
the walking delegate, the “business 
agent,” the professional jawsmith. The 
ad in wages just anndunced is 
in part their reward. The confidence 
of their employers and the good 
will of the public is also, to them, a 
possession valuable beyond price. 
We have in Los Angeles a particu- 


larly fine body of street-car men. To 


this fact almost every patron of the 
roads will testify. Im the matter of 
courtesy, fidelity to duty, regard for 
the public convenience and comfort, 
loyalty to their employers, friendliness 
and codperation among themselves, 
and other high-class qualifications, it 
would be difficult to find their equal 
in any city of the country. This high 
standard of efficiency will be better 
maintained by ‘the increased wages 
which they are to receive. The Times

MAHA'S CRISIS. 

An interesting contest is on the 
tapis at Omaha, Neb., between the 
Business Men's Association and the 
Central Labor Union as principals.

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HE JEWISH 
PARADISE. 


IN WARSAW THE RACE IS SEEN 
AT THEIR BEST. 
— — 
‘They Have Two-thirds of the Cap- 
ital and About the Same Number of 
the Factories and the Most Desir- 
able Property in the City. 


William E. Curtis writes to the Chi- 
Cago Record-Herald that Warsaw has 
& population of between 850,000 and 
900000, and more than one-thira of 
them are Jews, This is the Jewish 
paradise, where the members of that 
race are seen at their best, and show 
the highest degree of prosperity. There 
are twice as many Jews in New York 
City, and, indeed, the merchants of 
that race occupy almost the entire 
length of Broadway, but they have no 
obstacies to overcome there, except 
such as occur to everybody. In Poland 
the political, social and religiows ro- 
Sistance that has to be overcome 
makes the degree of their success 
much greater. The gentleman at the 
bank where I drew a little money on 
iny letter of credit yesterday told me 
that “the Jews own two-thirds of the 
city of Warsaw and have a mortgage 
on the rest.“ Nearly two-thirds of the 
capital invested in banking and money 
loanitig belong to them, he said. They 
control more than half, if not to- 
thirds, of the factories; they have very 
large: mercantile interests, and own 
the most desirable business and resi- 
dence property in the city. 

The restrictions are not severe. They 
are not compelled t live within the 
“pale,” and progressive Jews occupy 
some of the finest of the palaces. The 
ghetto is a surprise, because it does 
not differ in any way from the rest of 
the city except, of course, the aristo- 
cratic residence streets and fashion- 
able shopping district. it is not 
crowded; it is perfectly clean and af- 
fords no such sc@hes of poverty and 
distress ay may ‘seen in the ghettos 
of New York, Chicago and other large 
cities of the United States. On the 
contrary, there is every evidence of 
industry and prosperity, and the gen- 
tle man who kindly acted as our guide 
assured me, with a bitter smile, that 
the poorest Jews in Warsaw are bet- 
ter off than the middle-class Poles. 


THE GHETTO AND THE SCHOOLS. 


The ghetto, like the rest of the city, 
is made up of tall tenement houses, 
five or six stories high, surrounding 
courtyards; the first-story front on 
the street is occupied by small shops, 
and within the courts are smal! fac- 
tories of all kinds—shoemakers, black 
smiths, laundries, pakeries, etc., and 
the rear courts are used for stables 
and storage. The upper floors are di- 
vided into suites of from three to 
eight rooms, which rent from $4 to 
$20 a month. A great deal of manu- 
facturing is done in the households, 
in which the women of the family 
have their share; but, up to the age of 
18, the children are almost invariably 
in school, for, like the members of 
their race everywhere, the Jews of 
Warsaw have a high regard for edu- 
cation, and every one of them can at 
least read and write. Although they 
are shut out of the public schools, they 
provide even better educational facill- 
‘ties for their own race, and I was told 
that some of the upper classes here 
send their children to private Jewish 
schools because the teachers are more 
Competent. 

The synagogues occupy conspicuous 
positions. The great Tiomazka Syna- 
ue, the largest in Russia, stands 
in the center of a square only a few 
steps from the palace, and is one of 
the most conspicuous buildings in the 
city. We attended a swell wedding 
there yesterday, having received in- 
vitations through a friend, nd were 
therefore fortunate in catching a 
giimpse of the upper classes of Jewish 
Society, I could not see any difference 
in dress or behavior from other gath- 
erings that we had witnessed in Rus- 
sia. The women were handsomely 
dressed, the men were nearly all in 
swallowtall coats and wtite ties, ac- 
cording to the European custom, al- 
though it was a 6 o'clock affair. 
ATTITUDE OF THE MILITARY. 
The friendly disposition of the mik 
tary toward the Jewish society of 
Warsaw was emphasized by the pres- 
ence of a dozen or more Russian of- 
ficers of high rank in full dress uni- 


forms. I noticed at least three gen- 
erals, and three of the younge 
erals and two of the younger or- 


that they had taken an active part 
In the Japanese war. The Poles and 
the Russian soldierg are always at 
odds. The mutual hostility is so in- 
tense and so bitter that no Pole will | 
sit at the same table with an officer | 
of the Russian army, and they do not 
frequent the same cafés. But, except- 
ing the Cossacks, the soldiers fratern- 
ize with the Jews in the most friend 
ly fashion, both officers and enlisted 
men. The private soldiers are mostly 
country boys from the center of Rus- 
sia and are without prejudices. They 
would evera assault a Jew but for 
orders. 

‘There are two kinds of Jews, and 
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you can distinguish them by their 
dress. I wii] not undertake an analytic 
explanation of the difference in sects, 
but they are very marked. The con- 
servative Jews, who number about

races are found in every occupation, 
every trade and every profession, and 
it is freely admitted by the Gentiles 
that the reason for shutting Jews out 
of the universities is fear and jealousy 
of thelr success in the professions. No 
man can enter one of the learned pro- 
fessions in Russia unless he has a 
degree from some recognized univer- 
sity. Therefore, the number of Jew- 
ish students that can be matriculated 
at the beginning of the fall semester 
is limited to only 3 per cent. of the 
| whole; that is, three Jews to ninety- 
seven Gentiles. You will understand 
the eagerness with which ambitious 
young Hebrews strive for those limited 
opportunities. And those three young 
Jews are compelled to, pass examina- 
tions five times as severe as are re- 
quired of the Gentiles. Having ob- 
tained a foothold in the university, 
you may be sure that they do not re- 
linguish it under any cfrcumstances, 
and the proportion of Jews who gradu- 
ate is much larger than the Christians. 

The University of Warsaw has been 
closed for two years, and grass ts 
growing betwee the paving stones on 
the campus. I walked through the 
grounds this morning with a Jewish 
medical student for my guide, and he 
told me many interesting stories of the 
university experience of a proscribed 
race. The buildings are deserted, and 


and urgent need of repair. But the 
government has more Laportant mat- 
ters to attend to just at present than 
to mend the fences o1 a university.

INTELLECTUALS APPREHDPNSIVE. 

He told me that there were 1200 stu- 
dents, including only sixty Jews, at 
the last term, and made the same ex- 
planation that I have heard every- 
where and have ust repeated, that the 
restriction is based upon.a fear that 
they will run the Gentiles out of the 
learned profession<« He asserted over 
and over again with emphasis that the 
lawyers, doctors, ecitors, writers and 
the “Intellectualists.” as the educated 
classes are common called In Poland 
and all over Russia, were ble 
for the policy of debarring Jews from 
educational privileges. 

He said that the common people were 
much more friendly and generous than 
the “Intellectuals.” And that the “pog- 
roms” and other persecutions were 
Inspired and encouraged by the n- 
tellectuals” instead of by the masses. 
Furthermore, he declared that a poor 
Russian who is in trouble will always 
appeal for assistance to a Jew before 
he will go to a member of his own 
race and religion. The reason is that 
the Jews are more charitable, and have 
a kinder feeling for the poor than the 
Russians. 

His theory of the “pogroms,” like 
that of the Jews with whom I talked 
in St. Petersburg. is that they are de- 
vised by the police purely for political 
purposes to punish the Jewish race for 
the revolutionary activity of its rep- 
resentatives, and they feel perfectly 
safe in using such measures because 
their victims have no standing in 
court and no power to revenge them- 
selves. The mobs, he declared, are 
composed of “hooligans,” thieves, des- 
peradoes and members of the crim- 
inal class generally. who lend them- 
selves to the work in order to curry 
favor with the police. and also for 
the joot which they are allowed to 
carry away with them. He told me 
that in several cases he knew of crim- 
mals who had deen released from 
prison in order to join other despera- 
does in the “pogrom” work. 

ALL FOR REVOLUTION. 
Every Jew is a revolutionist. There 
is scarcely an exception. My young 
friend declared that in the entire cir- 
cle of his acquaintances he did not 
know of a single member of his race 
who was loyal to the government, or 
who did not contribute regularly to 
the funds of the revolutionary organ- 
ization. He admitted that many bus!- 
ness men, for obvious reasons, did not 
advertise their disloyalty or “discon- 
tent,“ as it is called here, but were 
allies of the active or “fighting sec- 
tion,“ just the same, and furnished the 
money that bought the bombs that 
killed the police and other oppressors. 
There are five Jewish dally newspa- 
pers in Warsaw, but three of them are 
suppressed at present. The Hazephira, 
one of the ablest and ™ost largely cir- 
culated papers in Russia, is edited by 
Mr. Sokolov, a gentleman who is now 
in London making a report of the 
restrictive legislation concerning the 
Jews in different countries of Europe. 


Tou will remember that I wrote an in- 


terview with him from London. His 
paper is the organ of the progressive 
element. The Hatzufe, another daily, 
is also suppressed, but it may be re- 
issued at any time. The other Jewish 
dailies are the Telegref, the Weg (the 
Way) and the Dally News. All of the 
three last named are printed in the 
Yiddish dialect.
